Thomas §S. Dowse, early Ontario 
vioneer, and for many years a resi- 
dent of this city, died Sunday morn- 
ing at his home on Campus avenue. 

Mr. Dowse is survived by four 
children, Mrs. Helen Mitchell, Mrs. 
Gladys Clark,, Thomas S. Dowse, Jr., 
and Phillip Dowse, of Upland, and 
one sister, Mrs. Mary Adams, of 
Los Angeles. 

Mr. Dowse came to Ontario 35 | 
years ago and planted one of the 
first orange groves in this vicinity, 
that now owned by Percy Dean at 
Sixth street and San Antonio. He 
was once in the planing mill busi- 
ness in Ontario and was a member 
of Fred Wilding, Jr.'s Upland con- 
cert band, until failing health caus- 
ed him to retire.

Weldon as deciduous expert for next 
year. Mr. Weldon’s duties will be 
field representative of the eae 
College of Agriculture, He will 
teach two or three classes in the 
morning at the high school. The 
rest of his time will be devoted to 
field work. He will have charge of 
the new deciduous experiment sta- 
tion soon to be established. He 
comes particualrly well qualified for 
this position. 

Mr. Weldon graduated from high 
schoo] at Loveland, Colo., in 1896. 
Then graduated from Colorado Ag- 
ricultural College with B. S. degree 
in horticulture and entomology in 
1906. He received his M. 8. degree 
from Colorado Agricultural College 
in 1916. 

He was assistant state entomolo- 
gist at Maryland Agricultural Col- 
lege in charge of nursery and or- 
chard inspection work in 1906 and 
1908, field entomologist, Colorado 
Agricultural College, in charge of 
Western Slope fruit investigations, 
Delta and Grand Junction,  1908- 
1911, deputy state entomologist and 
assistant in department of entomol- 
ogy, Colorado Agricultural College, 
1911-1913, chief deputy California 


State Commissioner of Horticulture, 
1913 to the present time. During 
this period he served as acting 


state commissioner of horticulture 
from June to October, 1916. 

Mr. Weldon is the author of spe- 
cial bulletins on San Jose scale, 
peach insects, orchards mites and 
fruit-tree leaf roller, Maryland and 
Colorado; apple growing in Califor- 
nia, 1914 and pear growing in Cali- 
fornia, 1918. 

Since his connection with the Cali- 
fornia Commission of Horticulture 
a special study has been made by 
him of deciduous fruit growing 
within the state. Practically every 
county where any branch of the de- 
ciduous fruit industry is of commer- 
cial importance has been visited by 
him and studies have been made of 
varieties, diseases, insect pests, cul- 
tural practices, packing and market- 
ing methods. The knowledge of de- 
ciduous fruits thus gained should 
be very valuable if applied in a 
practical way. In addition he has 
had quilt? an extensive experience in 
horticultural extension work both in 
Colorado and California. In this 
way it has been possible for him to 
come in close contact with growers 
and their problems. Many of the 
larger nurseries have been inspect-

EMBERS, of the Sixty- 

M Sixth United States Con- 
gress are evidently plan- 
ning to meet the Presi- 

dent more than halfway in his 
effort to get the legislative busi- 
ness of the country. going by 
May 19. There will be few ab- 
sentees when the extraordinary 
session is called to order on that 
day. Senate © Republicans, | in 
‘particular, are taking steps to 
have every member present on 
their side, for, with a bare ma- 
jority of two, they mean to take 
no chances in the organization of 
the body, and they have called a 
conference for May 14, at which 
they will settle the preliminaries 
.of their legislative program. Both 
Republicans and Democrats wel: 
come the date of assembly in ex- 
‘traordinary sessions as earlier 
than had generally been expect- 
ed, but the advance of the date 
is taken to mean that the Presi- 
dent has sacrificed his wish to 
be present at the opening in fa- 
vor of speedier action to those 
important bills in default of 
which certain of the government 
departments are feeling consid- 
erable embarrassment. So far 
as the country is concerned, there 


will be only a feeling of relief 


that Congress is at length taking 
up the matters that have so urg- 
ently required its attention. 


While the treaty of peace, 
which involves the League of 
Nations plan, will be the matter 
of greatest moment, to come be- 
fore the Senate, it is probable 
that consideration of this sub- 
ject will be- postponed until after 
some disposal has been made of 
the woman suffrage question. 
There is general expectation 
that the Republicans will under- 
take to pass the suffrage amend- 
ment to the federal constitution 
as soon as possible after Con- 
gress assembles, for even the 
Senate, which has been the stum- 
bling block, is now believed — to 
shew a majority in favor.

JOBS FOR DISABLED YANKS 





An executive order recently issued: 
by the president and received by ca- 
bel amends the federal civil service 
rules so as to permit the U. S. Civil 
Service Commission to waive the 
physical requirements under certain 


conditions in favor of men who were 
injured in the military or naval 
service. 


The civil service regulations spe- 
cify certain physical defects which 
debar from all examinations and oth- 
er defects which will debar from 
certain examinations. These regula- 
tions are based upon the require- 
ments of the service as established 
by the several department heads. 

Upon the recommendation of the 
commission, after consultation with 
the Federal Board for Vocational 
Education and the U. S. Employees’ 
Compensation Commission, the pres- 
ident issued an executive order, as 
follows: 

“Provided, that the commission, in 
its discretion, exempt from the phy- 
sical requirements established for 
any position a disabled and honor- 
ably discharged soldier, or marine 
upon the certification of the federal 
board for vocational education that 
he has been specially trained for and 
has passed a practical test demon- 
strating his physical ability to per- 
form the duties of the class of posi- 
tions in which employment is 
sought.” 

In submitting its recommendations 
to the president the Civil Service 
Commission said: “Where it is ap- 
parent to this commission that his 
(the disabled soldier’s. sailor’s or 
marine’s) physical condition is such 
that he would not ordinarily be ac- 
cepted, the case will be referred to 
the federal board for vocational edu- 
cation, That board will then decide 
whether it is practicable to educate 


| 


him for the position sought. If con- 
sidered pratcicable, the  rehabilita- 


tion and education will be given and 
when completed certification of that 
fact will be made to this commission. 
Where the board does not consider 
it desirable to attempt the educa- 
tion for the position sought other 
positions will be considered and sug- 
gested to him, but he will not be 


admitted to the one for which his 
physical condition constitutes an ir-}| 
remediable bar.” |

52 
degrees, 20 minutes. 48 seconds north.” 
Mackenzie then retraced his course 
and returned to the East,
